Mayor Tolson oalled the meeting to order. 

Clerk Bartlatt called the roll, those answering present being

Mayor Tolson announced the purpose of the meeting, being

Counoilman Cucoi made the following statement before cast­
ing his vote: 

-I would like to quality my reason for giving a negative 
vote and for my attitude. ·.1 do think that the polioy here in 
Torrance has always been that anyone, or group, might oome ' in 
without consideration to the people' or any conSUltation with the 
Governing Body. For that reason, I feel that we should set out 
an example here to keep anyone from coming in here and tr8Illp11ng 
~hod over the people and Governing Body and arb1 trarily put 
in their plans before anyone has a chance to oontest them or get 
together. I say this for the reason that I was never consult'ed, 
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nor was any m8lll'ber of the Council, as to the Navy plans until a 
week ago and lt's too late to start any actlon agalnst lt now. 
Everyone knows my actlon here has always been the foremos~ •. so 
far as the proseoution of the war, and I cantt help but feel that. 
lnasmuch 8S the Navy does have access to other means for a spur 
traok, I want to say that my vo'e will be no.-

Mayor Tolson stated that the business for which thls meet­
ing was called is finished, unless it ls desired to hear further 
oral discussion of the subject.
